CHICAGO 
—Repeal of Ohio’s 
pew axle-mile tax on trucks was 
advocated at a truckers meeting 
here yesterday by Ohio State Sen. 
J. E. Simpson 
(R-Hardin). 
The 
truckers, of course, were happy. 
Simpson said the tax would de­ 
stroy many small businesses, cur­ 
tail truck shipping to small cities 
and curb the free flow of truck 
traffic between states. 
Ohio’s tax, passed last* year by 
Simpson’s own Republican - con­ 
tro led 
Legislature 
charges 
big 
tu c k s from Ween* 
to 
2‘ii-cents 
per mile, depending on the number 
of axles. Proceeds from the tax 
are earm arked for highway con­ 
struction and maintenance. 
Gov. Frank Lausche and Repub­ 
lican leaders who pushed the bill 
through the Legislature said it aim ­ 
ed to make trucks pay a fair share 
of road building costs. The truck­ 
ers claim they ” ere already .pay­ 
ing enough taxes.

American Reply Expected To Tell 


Reds They Must Retract Remark 


WASHINGTON UR—'The Chinese 
and North Korean Rods may soon 
be told this country will not go 
back into preliminary talks on a 
Korean peace unless they retract 
perfidy charges against the U. S. 
So far, the Reds have given no 
indication they will do so. 
The State Department, it was 
learned yesterday, has drafted 
such a notice to the Reds and is 
clearing it with the 16 nations 
that sent forces to help out in the 
Korean War. the notice is ex­ 
pected to go out over the week­ 
end. 
Diplomatic informants said this 
American note would 
amount to 
rejection of a Communist demand 
that the preliminary talks resume 
Monday- after a break of nearly 
two months.

Oil To Be Saved By 
Using Atomic Byproduct 


WASHINGTON Ut — The Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
announced 
plans today to put the atom to work 
in a new way—heating some build­ 
ings at one of its big plants as a 
byproduct of making materials for 
bombs. 
Hitherto all such atom generat­ 
ed heat in this country has been 
wasted, though the British 
for 
several years have been keeping 
buildings warm in this way. 
The commission said it plans to 
introduce the new heating system 
as part of an expansion program 
now underway 
at 
its 
Hartford, 
Wash., plutonium-making plant. It 
w ill be hooked up to a new produc­ 
tion 
reactor 
under 
construction 
there. 
The AECF said the new heating 
system would save Uncle Sam the 
cost of I t i million gallons of fuel 
oil annually. 
The commission told about it in 
its report to Congress. In the sam e 
report the AEC 
also 
disclosed 
first details of its 
previously-an­ 
nounced plan to build the nation’s 
first large-scale atomic power re­ 
actor in the quest for economical 
industrial power from the atom.

THE LAW OF SUPPLY and demand has 
combined with other economic factors to 
bring about the spiraling ascent of coffee 
quotations. After shooting up to all-t i rn e 
high quotations above 70 cents a pound, 
wholesale quotations for green coffee in 
New York dropped a few cents, but coffee 
men say further increases are in the off­ 
ing. 
Several years ago, according to a popu­ 
lar tune, there was a mountainous stock of 
coffee in Brazil. In fact, the surplus was 
so huge, coffee was being used as fuel in 
locomotives, and great piles of the b e a n 
were destroyed in various ways. 
Today the opposite is true. Abundance 
has been replaced by scarcity. Heavy de­ 
mand plus an unseasonable frost is blamed 
for the situation. 
In six weeks the price of green coffee 
has risen as much as 20 cents a pound on 
the New York market. Coffee shrinks 16 
per cent in weight in the roasting process. 
R estaurants which were reluctant to in­ 
crease the price of a cup of coffee to a 
dime as their costs continued to double and 
redouble, now are raising the price to 15 
cents, or considering doing so. 
The only possibility of a return to prices 
of IO years ago for coffee seems to be in 
rapidly expanding output of the bean in 
Africa. The United States can consume all 
of Brazil’s crop, and consumption through­ 
out the world is increasing as rapidly as 
in this country. Perhaps a return to coffee 
brewing methods of years ago will be the 
only possible solution. The grounds were 
left in the pot for days and weeks on end, 
with a pinch of new coffee added e a c h 
time a new potful was boiled. 
Those who have tasted coffee brewed by 
this method are unanimous in declaring it 
was brown. 


SPREADING TURNPIKES 
INDIANA HAS financed a cross-state 
turnpike to cost $100 million which will ex­ 
tend the system of toll roads from the East 
Coast to Chicago. It appears to be easy to 
finance these projects, with $600 milion 
invested in present structures and more 
than $1 billion soon to be available for an 
additional 1,000 miles being planned. 
Charles Dearing of the U. S. D epart­ 
m ent of Commerce predicts toll roads will 
become a m ajor part of the nation’s high­ 
w ay system. He points out the American 
people have demonstrated they are willing 
to pay for riding on super highways. 
In practicaly every state tax revenues 
are unequal to the need for more and bet­ 
ter highways. The toll road seems the an­ 
swer to the problem, at least at the mo­ 
ment. A city without a turnpike may soon 
be as unfortunate as those which, in an 
earlier day, had no railroad facilities.

“Just because your living is tfce highest 
cost, doesn’t m ean it's highest in quality, 
and it's not. We all hate it, I think your 
brains m ust be very poor quality before 
you like it here. Such crime too, and poor 
education. No free milk, and no free din­ 
ners for the children, even the poor ones. 
As for Joe McCarthy, surely he is crazy. 
“ England has free speech everywhere. 
We wish we had stayed there. Please tell 
us why this country tell such lies.” 
In a way you remind me of my father. 
He cam e to this country from Warsaw, the 
capital of your native land, although he 
was born in Bialvstok. In the 1880's he 
cam e here as a refugee, seeking the bene­ 
fits of religious freedom. He had no money; 
he did not know the language, the customs 
and traditions of the new country. But he 
m anaged and he asked for no favors. 
He and m y mother worked hard and liv­ 
ed in slums. But they raised seven chil­ 
dren who have been loyal Americans. We 
have, in our family, produced no spies, no 
Communists, no beggars and no rack­ 
eteers. We have no complaints about the 
United States of America, which, for us, 
has been the land of opportunity. 
If you liked it so in England, why did 
you come here? No one invited you to 
come. It m ust have been difficult for you 
to get a visa. So, what drove you f r o m 
England where you were getting every­ 
thing for nothing? 
You see, we Americans believe t h a t

Circleville^ Parsing Scene: 
A lot of oldtimers in Pickaway 
County can probably assure you 
it wasn’t a laughing matter when 
the prophets of doom put the nix 
on the first 
“gasoline 
buggy’. 
Anvbodv riding .it the rate of 20 
miles per hour, they w a r n e d , 
wouldn't be abit to breathe. 
In similar fashion, the 
f o l k s 
afraid of tomorrow could see the 
steam locomotive only as a demon ; 
of destruction. It would, they in­ 
sisted, shake peaceful homes into 
rubble, and eventually cause so 
much noise the whole world would 
begin talking to itself. 
Likewise, 
when the Wright brothers staged 
their first takeoff, great tragedy 
was seen in store for those who 
flew above the tree tops. 
It was feared they'd find them ­ 
selves on the wrong side of gravity 
and keep on going, light off the 
map! And now comes the Better 
Vision Institute to tell how 
good 
lighting was also regarded w i t h 
deep suspicion at one time. 
When the oil lamp was invent­ 
ed, complete with chimney, 
in 
1782, a good many people whis­ 
pered that man’s g e n i u s had 
gone too far. 
They wondered 
whether the “brilliant” light of 
this monstrous new device would 
destroy human eyesight! 
It was a Swiss chemist, Ami Ar­ 
gand, who made the first lamp con­ 
structed on scientific principles, 
producing a light the equivalent of 
nine candle power. Since the lamp 
originally burned whale oil, it caus­ 
ed the whaling industry to expand 
in about 1800. But when the Penn­ 
sylvania petroleum f i e l d s were 
opened, in 1859, plenty of c h e a p 
and superior fuel became 
avail­ 
able for lamps. 
Although 
George 
Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson, and other well- 
to-do Americans began to use Ar­ 
gand lamps before 1800, the gener­ 
al public was slow to substitute 
them for candles. An encyclopedia 
advised the use of a small screen 
between the eyes and the powerful 
lamplight. 
The Franklin Institute of Phila­ 
delphia mentioned the “ unpleas­ 
ant. and. in many ways painful, ef­ 
fects of such illumination.” And mi­ 
lady was cautioned not to impair 
her beauty by looking at t h o s e 
“glaring rays of the sun. 
which 
showed up the lines of her face and 
made her appear much older than 
she w as.” 
At evening parties, w o m e n 
som etim es opened parasols, in 
protest against the glare of the 
lam ps. As one journal put it, “ A 
pink parasol judiciously held be­ 
tween a lady’s face and this pow­ 
erful illumination throws a ten­ 
der, roseate hue over the com ­ 
plexion.” 
Candlelight probably served the 
interests of romance better, the In­ 
stitute admits, but lamplight was 
superior for reading or studying, so 
long as one held his book close to 
the lamp and did not allow t h e 
light to shine into his eyes. 
Which reminds us.

mantles that fell apart if they got 
a sudden bump—anybody still use 
them?

Yes, except: 
You don’t pay on Social Security 
benefits. 
V eterans’ benefits for sickness or 
injury resulting from active service 
are not taxable. (Rut taxes are due 
on retirement pay based on age.) 
You don’t pay a tax on the part I 
of your pension (or other annuity) 
that you contributed—that is, the 
amount you paid into the plan over 
the years. You can pay taxes on 
only 3 per cent of your pension un­ 
til you have charged off all you put 
into it. 
4. What kinds of taxes are de­ 
ductible? 
Nonfederal 
income, 
personal 
property and real estate taxes (ex­ 
cept what you pay for improve­ 
ments—like paving assessm ents); 
nonfederal retail sales taxes if they 
are passed on to the consumer and , 
stated separately on the bill. Gaso­ 
line taxes of some states, for in­ 
stance. are deductible. Others are 
not. Federal gasoline taxes never 
are deductible. Auto license costs 
are. 
You may not deduct for hunting 
or dog licenses,

drought problems will get a thor­ 
ough airing at a 
“ water clinic” 
here 
Feb. 
11-12. 
In four sessions, a group of ex­ 
perts will discuss problems rang­ 
ing from “ phenol ta ste ” in water 
to water rights and the proposal 
to bring water 
downstate 
from 
Lake Erie. 
Lawrence C. Crawford, district 
engineer at Columbus for the U.S. 
Geological Survey, will present an 
“ analysis of the 1953 drought and 
its effects on stream flow in Ohio.” 
L. T. Pierce, meteorologist at 
the U.S. Weather Bureau in Colum­ 
bus, will discuss weather during 
the drought period, which he says 
extends baek*19 months. 
Commenting 
on 
the 
drought, 
Pierce says the driest area in Ohio 
was a strip extending west-south­ 
west from Jefferson and Harrison 
Counties across the state to W ar­ 
ren and Butler counties. This strip 
cuts across Perry, Pickaway and 
Greene counties. 
Another dry 
area, 
Pierce 
re­ 
marked, runs west and north from 
Delaware and Marion counties into 
Wyandot County — although the 
drought was somewhat relieved in 
parts of this area by heavy thun­ 
derstorms during July.

ran as high as 14 to IG inches in 
parts of Harrison and W arren coun­ 
ties.

The test used to determine

Brucellosis 
germ s in milk is known as the milk 
ring test. As the Laboratory Tech­ 
nician, Fred Zeigler, finds t e s t s 
that show the possible presence of 
Brucellosis in herds, then the local 
veterinarian is requested to blood 
test the herd for positive proof as 
to whether Brucellosis is present. 
Testing for Brucellosis is 
en­ 
tirely voluntary on the part 
of 
herd owners. Brucellosis is cost­ 
ly and dangerous. Calves 
a r e 
lost, milk production is greatly 
reduced and infected cows con­ 
sume about three times the feed 
of non-infected animals. Undu­ 
lant fever in humans is a result 
of drinking unpasteurized milk 
from infected cows or coming in 
close contact with them. 
Brucellosis is highly contagious; 


one infected cow in a herd 
rn 
soon infect the entire herd. 
Certainly anyone milking cows in 
the county that thinks twice will 
readily realize he cannot afford not 
to cooperate in this 
free testing 
program. Cows found infected will 
not be branded, if the owner so 
desires. The owner must not move 
infected cows from his farm with­ 
out notifying his local veterinarian 
• 
• • 
BLOOD TESTING for Brucellosis 
will start about February 15. Ev­ 
ery beef cattle owner in the county 
has the privilege of taking advan­ 
tage of this opportunity. 
Every beef herd owner desiring 
a test is urged to stop at the lab­ 
oratory and make request for the 
test. This is the only way of know­ 
ing who desires beef cattle tests. 
as no one vvilK stop at beef cattle 
farms for a signup. 
Undulant Fever is now the fourth 
ranking disease of humans in the 
United States. Finding and elim i­ 
nating cattle, swine, sheep 
a n d 
goats infected with Brucellosis is 
the only prevention at the present 
time. 
It is reemphasized that the Bruc­ 
ellosis program

Pickaway County is 
a 
voluntary 
I program and 
will probably con­ 
tinue for several years. Certainly 
cattle owners that are interested in 
the welfare of their herd, t h e i r 
family, their income and the wel­ 
fare of others will request a test.
